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GRAVE CRISIS FACINC. 
GERMAN ARMY 


HE German efforts to stem the 
Russian advance have not yet 
been productive of sufficient result 
to relieve in any measure the grave 
crisis which faces the Wehrmacht 
on the Eastern front, our Military ; 
Correspondent writes. Marshal 
Zhukov'’s new advance into 
Pomerania is a clear indication of 
the fact that the weight and speed 
of the Russian moves have proved 
too much for whatever defences the 
Germans have so far been able to 
develop. It now appears inevitable 
that, from necessity. the Germans 
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must rely on. the Oder as their 
line of defence. : 

It is a difficult matter to avoid 
over-emphasising the value of the 
Russian advance, but certain points 
arising from the present military 
situation should not be overlooked. 
Despite 7hukov's continued move 
forward, the Russian advance on 
the other sectors of the front is 
beginning to slow down, and in 
some places has almost come to a 
standstill. This may be attributed 
both to the normal suprly difficulties 
incidental to any advance, and the 
stiffening German resistance, and is 
especially noticeable in the region 
about Breslau, where Marshal 
Koniev is finding it an increasingly 
difficult task to smash through the 
German defences. 


ZHUKOV’S ADVANCE 

While it is impossible to deny 

that the Germans are now certainly 
face to face with the greatest crisis 
of the war, it would be but a false 
conclusion to assume that Zhukov’s 
penetration into ‘Pomerania is not 
without its dangers. Pushed forward 
regardiess of cost on a relatively 
narrow front it leaves itself open to 
3 counter-thrust. The idea under- 
lying the whole Russian plan has 
been the maintenance ,of such an 
impetus as to prohibit the Germans 
from successfully reducing its 
momentum. This scheme has so far 
s ed, mainly due to: the 
Russian ability to “by-pass” such 
centres of ‘resistance as Posen, but 
‘its progress could be halted rapidly 
if the Germans were to strike hard 
at Zhukov’s front and flanks before 
the ise Russian armies, had drawn 
level. 
/ & counter-stroke against Zhukov 
presumes the existence, or at least 
the rapid creation, of a mobile 
strategic reserve. It has been made 
clear that static defence is insuffi- 
cient, and that only by the employ- 
ment of d ic methods has the 
German Command a chance 
of saving eastern Germany.

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Woollens Revived 


HE wool merchants of Ireland 
had performed an extraordinary 
function in the economy of the 
country, said Mr. R. C, Ferguson, 
Secretary to the Ministcr for 
Industry and Commerce, proposing 
the toast “Irish Wool Federation 
at last night’s annual dinner of the 
Federation in the Dolphin Hotel, 
Dublin. 

The amount of wool which Irish 
manufacturers were now taking 
meant something like £1,000,000 a 
year to farmers, he said. Before the 
war the total clip amounted to 
sixteen or seventeen million pounds. 
At the moment it was about thirteen 
millions. In. pre-war times manu- 
facturers at home took about two 
and a half million pounds, and now 
they took about seven million 
pounds. . 

Responding, Mr. J. Oliver, Presi- 
dent of the Federation, said that a 
real revival of interest in Irish 
woollens was- begun some time one 
by Irish manufacturers.

Vintners’ Supply 
Problems Getting 
Very Serious 


(CERTAIN supply problems had 
been most difficult and were 
now becoming very serious, said Mr. 
George E. Brady, outgoing Chair- 
man of the Licensed Grocers’ and 
Vintners’ Association, at the annual 
meeting in Commercial Buildings, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

He said that the year’s trading had 
been maintained at a satisfactory 
level, but publicans found them- 
selves at their wits end trying to 
cater for their customers, In many 
ifstances nO Whiskey was available 
for days at a time. Supplies uf 
corks and wines wére becoming very 
serious, due to trafisport difficulties. 
The Department in control of 
shipping should provide space to 
replace them. 
Mr. James Gill said that some 
weeks ago in the case of a man 
charged with assaulting a publican 
and breaking a window the defence 
was made that his action was dué 
to the eXtfaordinafily dangerous 
type of whiskey which was wide- 
spread in Dublin at i, He 
protestéd against the allegations 
made against a responsible section 
of the community. 
Saying that tore whiskey had 
been manufactured dufing the past 
five years than in the five years 
before the war, Mr. James Browne 
proposed that a deputation be sent 
to the distillers with a view to 
having some of it released.
